In  theii'  train- 
ing to  become  educators,  students  are  exposed  to 
a  liberal  education  in  addition  to  a  thorough  con- 
centration upon  their  major  subject  matter.

Nineteen  sixty-four  is  an  important  year  for  the  College  of 
Engineering.  The  Engineers  Council  for  Professional  De- 
velopment has  granted  full  accreditation  to  all  six  of  its  de- 
gree granting  departments.  No  new  departments  will  be 
added  at  the  undergraduate  le\el,  but  several  new  graduate 
programs  are  planned  in  addition  to  the  Engineering 
Science.  Chemical  Engineering.  Ci\il  Engineering,  Electrical 
Engineering,  Industrial  Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineer- 
ing, and  Nuclear  Engineering  now  in  existence. 

The  programs  offered  by  the  Engineering  College  are 
planned  to  prepare  students  to  fit  into  today's  industrial 
and  community  life  and  to  lay  a  foundation  for  special- 
ized graduate  work.  A  major  engineering  skill  is  the  ability 
to  think  and  analyze  in  problem  solving.  These  qualities 
are  developed  by  offering  a  strong  background  in  the 
fundamentals  before  specialization  in  the  technical 
courses.  This  method  offers  the  engineering  student  a  bal- 
ance among  social  subjects,  physical  sciences,  and  pro- 
fessional engineering  courses.

The  growth  of  pharmacology  has  been  directly  related  to 
the  ad\anccs  in  the  medical  sciences.  Newer  and  more 
difficult  demands  are  to  be  met  each  year.  In  keeping  tip 
with  the  expansion  in  the  field,  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
limits  its  enrollment  to  maintain  high  academic  standards. 
The  five  year  program  is  designed  to  give  students  a  liberal 
education  in  arts  and  sciences  as  well  as  the  technical 
knowledge  in  specialized  skills  common  to  the  pharmacist. 
Each  student  spends  many  hours  in  the  six  fully 
equipped  laboratories  acquiring  the  principles  of  his  pro- 
fession. 

The  University  sponson  excursions  and  field  trips  to  phar- 
maceutical companies  for  Seniors  in  the  college.  A  de- 
partment of  Manufacturing  Pharmacy  is  planned,  and 
$65,000  has  been  donated  for  its  founding.  The  College  of 
Pharmacy  receixed  a  $15,000  bequeath  for  educational  de- 
velopment. An  even  greater  future  awaits  the  pharmacy 
college  with  the  proposed  medical  school.

The  ever  increasing  demands  of  a  growing  society  reverberates 
in  the  College  of  Law.  Tlie  University  of  Toledo  College  of 
Law  is  continually  expanding  its  educational  facilities  and 
services.  More  than  two  hundred  students  are  enrolled  in  day 
and  evening  sessions.  The  students  must  achieve  high  stand- 
ards in  liberal  arts  or  business  courses  to  continue  for  the  Law 
Degree  at  the  graduate  le\el.  In  order  to  integrate  practical 
experiences  into  the  students"  law  education,  the  College  has 
set  up  the  Bail-Bond  Project  in  conjunction  with  the  Toledo 
Bar  Association.  An  extensive  program  of  seminars  and  speak- 
ers are  scheduled  throughout  the  semester. 

The  facilities  of  the  College  will  be  changing  as  the  enrollment 
increa.ses.  Future  plans  call  for  a  Law  College  building  to 
house  classrooms,  faculty  offices,  a  law  library,  and  court  rooms.

Expansion  and  growth  has  been  the  primary  concern  for 
the  University  of  Tolecio  Graduate  School.  Once  a  stu- 
dent has  acquired  his  undergraduate  degree  and  has  met 
the  high  standards  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  and  Re- 
search Di\'ision.  he  has  unlimited  opportimities  for  per- 
sonal de\elopment  and  intellectual  growth. 

In  order  to  encourage  graduate  study,  the  Uni\ersity  has 
increased  its  graduate  fellowships.  Fellowships  sponsored 
by  the  National  Aeronautical  and  Space  Administration 
and  the  National  Science  Foimdation  were  awarded  this 
fall.  In  all.  the  Graduate  Division  awarded  108  financial 
grants  and  fellowships  for  the  1964  session. 

In  1965.  a  cooperati\e  program  of  graduate  studies  with 
Bowling  Green  State  University  is  to  take  place.  New 
projects  with  education  ha\'e  been  set  up  with  comparati\e 
studies  of  British  and  American  schools.  Thirtv-threc  en- 
gineering projects  have  been  initiated  in  the  research  field. 
In  all.  nearly  330  thousand  dollars  is  invested  in  graduate 
research  at  the  Universitv  of  Toledo.

Honoris  Program 


The  Uni\eisity  of  Toledo  Honor's  Program  has  been  initiated 
to  pro\ide  an  educational  challenge  to  students  with  particu- 
lar academic  abilities  and  interests.  Fifty-four  undergraduate 
students  are  enrolled  in  the  fi\c  college  program.  Integrated 
courses  and  lectures  enable  students  to  explore  the  areas  of  lib- 
eral education  by  independent  study  and  group  discussion. 
Small  classes  permit  faculty  to  work  closely  with  the  students. 
They  may  explore  the  areas  of  chemistry,  education,  the  hu- 
manities, histors-.  and  mathematics.  .Special  seminars  and  guest 
speakers  were  scheduled  throughout  the  semester.  An  Honor's 
Banquet  for  faculty  and  students  in  the  program  was  held  at 
the  Student  Union  in  the  fall.

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University  Community  and 
Technical  College 


The  Junior  College  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Tole- 
do in  1938.  It  consisted  of  a  two  year  college-prep  pro- 
gram with  one  faculty  member.  A  technical  institute  was 
added  in  1957.  at  which  time  there  were  fiftv  students 
enrolled  in  the  college.  The  1964  fall  session  has  one  thou- 
sand fi\e  himdred  cightv  students.  Predicted  enrollment  for 
197.5   is  over   10.000. 

The  primary  objcctixe  of  the  Unixcrsity  Community  and 
Technical  College  is  to  assist  men  and  women  to  become 
educated  and  to  qualify  for  work  in  a  semi-professional 
occupation.  There  will  be  new  areas  tor  studv  in  UCATC 
next  fall.  Courses  will  be  offered  in  Library  Technical  Aide 
and  Police  Science.  Food  Service  Management  will  be 
added  to  the  Commercial  Studies  Program,  and  the  de- 
partment of  Industrial  C^ommercc  will  offer  Drafting  and 
Design  Technology. 

To  meet  the  rising  costs  of  educational  expansion  and 
demands,  the  Uni\ersity  Community  and  Technical  Col- 
lege hopes  to  receive  six  million  dollars  from  the  State 
Bond  Issue.

DESK
